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A system for distributing spending vehicles, comprising: 

paymbqtjights for an individual entitled to receive a payment; 
a sponsor of sj^nding vehicles; 
an assignment of sai<ff>qyment rights; and 

a spending vehicle issued froms^id sponsor to said individual in an amount 
related to said assigned payment rights. 

The system of claim 1 wherein said spending vehicle is selected frmrf^ ;he group 
consisting of a credit card, a debit card, a cash card, a checkipgcard, a spending 
account, a checking account, a e-wallet account, a giftje&d, a discount card, a rebate, a 
coupon, and a voucher. 

The system of claim 1 wherein said spon?<5r is selected from the group consisting of a 
retailer, a financial institution, a se^Cace provider, a wholesaler, a distributor, a 
manufacturer, an entertainment entity, a travel erttity( a publisher, a governmental entity, 
an insurance institution/a brokerage institutioijl, a glob^Kcomputer network and online 
business, and a consortium of companies. 

The system ofclaim 1 further comprising a financial institution for receiving said 
assignment of said payment rights and issuing said spending vehicle to said individual.

9. The method of Maim 7 wherein the step of issuing a spending vehicle comprises the 
step of selecting a Spending vehicle from the group consisting of a credit card, a debit 
card, a cash card, a checking card, a spending account, a checking account, a e-wallet 
account, a gift card, a discount card, a rebate, a coupon, and a voucher. 

10. The method of claim 7 wh^^ the step of assigning to a sponsor comprises the step of 
assigning to a sponsor selectedfrom the group consisting of a retailer, a financial

2. Ttermetliod of claim 6 wherein the step of issuing a spending vehicle comprises the 
step of issuing a spending^ehigle with a value in excess of the value of said assigned 
payment rights. 

13. A method for providing individuals with alternatives to cash payments, comprising the 
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steps of: 

creating a plurality of spending vehicles; 

determining an individual's selection of a spending vehicle; 

issuing said selected spending vehicle to said individual; 

obtaining an assignment of said individual's right to a payment; and 

transferring said individual's payment to an assignee of said assignment. 
The method of claim 13 wherein the step of determining an individual's selection 
comprises the step of selecting a spending vehicle from the group consisting of a credit 
card, a debit card, a cash card, a checking card, a spending account, a checking account, 
a e-wallet account, a gift card, a discount card, a rebate, a coupon, and a voucher. 
The method of claim 13 wherein the step of obtaining an assignment comprises the step 
of assigning to a sponsor said individual's right to a payment. 

The method of claim 15 wherein the step of assigning to a sponsor comprises the step of 
assigning to a sponsor selected from the group consisting of a retailer, a financial 
institution, a service provider, a wholesaler, a distributor, a manufacturer, an 
entertainment entity, a travel entity, a publisher, a governmental entity, an insurance 
institution, a brokerage institution, a global computer network and online business, and 
a consortium of companies. 

A system for providing individuals with alternatives to cash payments, comprising: 
payment rights for an individual entitled to receive a payment; 
a financial institution for receiving from said individual an assignment of said 

payment rights; 
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a plurality of spending vehicles from a plurality of sponsors; and 
a spending vehicle issued from one of said plurality of sponsors to said 
individual in accordance with said assignment of said payment rights. 
The system of claim 17 wherein said spending vehicle is selected from the group 
consisting of a credit card, a debit card, a cash card, a checking card, a spending 
account, a checking account, a e-wallet account, a gift card, a discount card, a rebate, a 
coupon, and a voucher. 

The system of claim 17 wherein said sponsor is selected from the group consisting of a 
retailer, a financial institution, a service provider, a wholesaler, a distributor, a 
manufacturer, an entertainment entity, a travel entity, a publisher, a governmental entity, 
an insurance institution, a brokerage institution, a global computer network and online 
business, and a consortium of companies. 

The system of claim 17 further comprising a sponsor payment from said financial 
institution to said sponsor of said issued spending vehicle. 
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
